the Greek political crisis to pre­ 


v e n t , as Prime Minister Church­ 
ill has made clear, any attempt to 
•‘impose by violence a Commun­ 
ist dictatorship”—a crisis which 


is producing fre.-h bloodshed in 
ancient Athens as this is written. 
Well, that's perhaps a thank­ 
less but needful task, since this 
situation strikes me as giving us 
in miniatuie a very accurate pic­ 
ture of the whole European po­ 
litico-social upheaval. An under­ 
standing of the position is partic­ 
ularly necessary in view of Wash­ 
ington’s announcement yesterday 
of a “hands off” policy permitting 
liberated nations 
to 
work 
out 
their own political salvation along 
Democratic lines without outside 
interference. 
There is focused in this fiery 
little Balkan kingdom of Greece, 
which stands at one of the world's 
strategic cross-roads, all the ele­ 
ments that arr ushering in a new 
era on the continent. So let’s re­ 
state those elements as an aid to 
visualization: 
Russia is coming out of the war 
as the dominant power of Europe. 
a role long held by Britain. John 
Bull naturally is increasingly ac­ 
tive in trying to salvage what he 
tan of his old prestige. Coinci­ 
dentally, many continental coun­ 
tries, distraught 
by 
two 
world 
wars within 
a 
generation, 
are 
seeking eagerly—almost frenzied­ 
ly in some c a s e s -for solution of 
great economic, social and politi­ 
cal problems. 
The'e seekers after relief are 
tending towards the left. In most 
cases Communism fit isn't always 
clear whetMer 
ifs 
the 
Moscow 
brand or a local product) is play­ 
ing a strong role. This is true in 
most of the remaining monarchies 
of the continent, and Greece is an 
outstanding example. 
Now while the spread of Com­ 
munism certainly can’t be abhor­ 
rent to Russia, it isn’t calculated 
to help John Bull maintain his 
place in the sun. This is partic­ 
ularly true as regards the mon­ 
arches, 
for 
Britain's 
throne 
wants company. 
When you add all this up it 
seems to me to provide one co­ 
gent reason why John Bull is in­ 
te r ening in Greece, which long 
has been in his sphere of influ­ 
ence. 
Ifs

point in that sphere, too, for it 
not only is sentinel of the Balkans 
hut lies almost athwart the Dar-

able. Some of 
these, as judged by 
the standard o f 50 y ears ago hav e 
boon disproved, 
fo r instance, the 
blea that she mu *t of necessity ab­ 
sent herself from work 
a certain 
period o f each mo nthly cy cle. Dr. 
Scheinfeld says this is mo stly psy ­ 
chological. 
The inherent 
duties o f child 
bearing are less easily o v erco me. 
Tho argu ment that amo ng primi­ 
tive tribes the wo men wo rk up to 
the time of child bearing and then 
tak e an ho ur o r so o ut and go 
back to work is simply untrue: the 
primitive mo ther has o n the av er­ 
age a harder time than the wo man 
o f civ ilizatio n. The fact remains 
an i is a fact that if the race is to 
go o n woman must take so me time 
ou t and her worldly career is co n­ 
ditioned by that.
